Live* of Three OuUtanding 
ScientiftU Related by 
Speaker 

"The field of Scientific Medicine mny 
lie represented by n onnvnn nomponcil 
of many pnnelf. ouch bcnrlns tcRtl- 
niony to noino great discovery." were 
the openlnp words of the iiddroSH, de- 
livered before the Medleiil Society |;it»t 
night by Dr. Sclalcr Lewis. The B ub- 
Ject cliopen "Great Discoveries 

In Scientific Medicine." .Hid the s|ie:t.k- 
er's ability to lecture on this topic as 
well as his ever-ready wll went to 
make the nicotine a preat success. 

Dr. Lewis pointed out that men bad 
been driven to expérimentât ion for va- 
rious reasons; some for the love, of 
Science In it.self; some possessed of 
Inventive penlils : while others plodded 
alone slowly from point to point with- 
out brilliant discoveries, for the love 
of the work. A conjunction of love 
of .Science and work are characteris- 
tics of the preat masters who have 
come down In the annals of history. 

For the purpose of showing; the 
growth of scientific thought, the speak- 
er look as examples the works of thro* 
preat Scientists, von Lecnwenhock, lid- 
ward Jenner and Louis Pasteur. Th« 
first of these, von Leenwenhoek. was 
born in 165: in Delph, Holland. In 
early life he proceeded to Amsterdam, 
where he became a draper's assistant. 
Later he returned to his home and be- 
came chamberlain to the SherlffB, * 
position which did not require much 
work althonph it pave him sufficient 
salary to ena.blc Tiim to carry on his 
research. He devoted his time to lens- 
crindinp and the setting up of small 
microscopes with which he observed a 
great many natural processes hitherto 
unknown. He was the first one to 
demonstrate the crystalline structure 
of the, eye. Probably the greatest of 
his discoveries was the method by 
which blood was communicated from 
the small arteries to the email veins. 
Harvey ha-d described the flow through 
the larger vessels but at. the end of the

To-day there is a visitor at McGill. whose name has rung 
around the world many a time, both because of his personal hero- 
is magnificent sacrificial labours for stricken suffering 
Dr. Nansen, Arctic explorer, author, ex-ambassador, 
relief worker and scholar, is this guest and he is one worthy of the 
greatest welcome, which the undergraduates of this universily can 
gvie And, as we know from the past, when the students take 
a man unto themselves, they do it with a apontaniety and warmth 
of heart, which cannot be excelled by any other group of people 
in the world. 

In the earlier portion of his life, Dr. Nansen was severely 
tested by the cruelties and hardships of the far and frozen North. 
In two outstanding expeditions he won undying fame for himself 
and his name will live forever among those who have chanced all 
in the gamble of venturing into the unknown. But though he has 
accomplished a great deal in the opening of unexplored regions, 
his most worthy contribution to mankind has been made during 
the past few years, since the saw-bayonet. War, gashed the face 
of Europe. The wound that was left was deep and wide and it 
is >r from healed as yet. But a lot of work has been done and 
Dr. Nansen is outstanding among those, who have greatly helped 
by the practical application of the spirit of international brother- 
hood. With boundless energy, he has devoted himself to the her- 
culean task of alleviating suffering among the peasants of the 
Volga, as well as in the ranks of refugee Armenians and Greeks. 
The one-time explorer is carrying on his labour under the League 
of Nations and his present visit to the Dominion is for the purpose 
of pleading the cause of those who have suffered and are still suf 

feting. , . 

This afternoon the university will show its appréciation of 
our visitor's contributions to the life of the world by conferring 
upon him the^onorary degree of L.L.D., and upon special request, 
the recipiei^twA 3"£I*ed to' give a short address to the undergrade 
, ates of the uniiersify. 

Dr. NariSfiui-in the . words of the Toronto Globe, "is a servant 
of mankind,;*nd one of its glories as well." Students, because of 
their knowledge of the sacrifice invariably involved in undertakings 
" of any degree~of magnitude, are not often lacking in the sense 
of appreciation. and if we are no exception at McGill, the Convo» 
cation Hall in Ine Royal Victoria College will be far too small 
.. to accomodate all those desirous of attending. And at the best 
we can only do a.lLtoo little to honour one who has done so much.

1920 

For nearly eight centuries Oxford 
bus (been tho mother of lemming In 
tho British Umpire, and us «uch she 
lias proved a Factor in Its develop- 
ment and n uniting power between 
he Colonics nnd the Motherland. To 
mnny. the remembcrencn «f her tow- 
ers nnd "nunds", and pltitresquo old 
colleges sorvo as un Inspiration, for 
who hnn opened llor gates to all the 
different classes of 11» nation. 

For nearly seven htendred years 
men nlono received HieJir cdiie.utlo» 
ni Oxford, 'but since women ha.vo be- 
gun to take their place* In the world 
fit large they, too, have bcon sdmllte<l 
1'ito the University nnd bavn taken a 
prominent place, Thoir interest was 
first shown In the moi'» collcgop. when 
several largo bequonta woro made — 
When Ballol was founded In part by 
Bevoegtilla do Ballol and when even 
Queen Henrietta «MbtIu. visited tho 
various collège» Indeed there nrn 
few of tho older colleges which do not 
bear some mark of theso visits, either 
In tho form of officials in stone o.- 
stained glass portraits. When Cam- 
bridge University established women's 
colleges Oxford felt the need if them 
also and tho first ones wore founded 
in 1S7P. 

From the start these collèges name- 
ly Lady Margaret Hall, Somervlllc 
College. St. Hugh's College and Sit. i 
Hilda's Hall, have be.cn organised as 
far as possible on similar lines with 
the ancient, ones and have heen gra- 
dually gathering in prestige ajid 
fume. Their graduates have almost 
alt made their mark and follow va- 
rious kinds of careers In art. architec- 
ture, music, dra/nn, and all varieties 
of scientific research. 

In appreciation of their work du- 
ring the war tho University by ono 
generous stroke gave the women of 
various colleges. Indeed there arc 
at last. The first graduation took 
place In 1»20! so that now they have 
full standing' in tho university and 
may «ven become professors and 
members of the Faculties. 

But nevertheless, as is usually the 
case, the women's colleges lack funds 
and they have usually only the money 
from the. fecji' pf" trfcV students. In- 
deed Oxford itself is In rather a ptw 
financial condition, although in some 
cases Individual colleges are well en- 
dowed. As Leacock put. it, it is time 
for another Henry VIII to como along 
and there is a world wide appeal to 
all to take an interest in these colleges 
so that they tray bo worthy of their 
affiliation with Oxford and may aid 
her in her world wide work-

CHANCELLOR 

Gives Aims and Ideals of 
Menorah 

FORCIBLÊSPEAKER 

Says Intercollegiate is Striving 
to Produce Distinctive' 
Literature 

In his address on "The Jewish Stu- 
dent in American Universities" before 
.he Mnecabaean Circle Sunday af- 
ternoon at the Union, Chancellor Hur- 
witz. M. A., of the Intercollegiate 
Menorah Association outlined the alms 
and ideals of the hitter' organization of 
which the Circle is a part. It was his 
purpose to point out to the members 
of the Circle what goal they wore 
striving for, that of the realization of 
H Jewish integrity in America. 

To attain this integrity the student 
must study things Jewish in culture 
and learning and to this end seek 
out source»"» of authority. In review- 
ing the available literature, the chan- 
cellor deplored what little there was 
for this purpose. There is pedagogi- 
cal literature for Sunday Schools and 
books for Theologians but all this is 
not relevant for the -college student or 
the layman. To create a literature is 
what the Intercollegiate Menorah is 
striving for. And with what, little 
funds it has had at its disposal it has 
done so commendably. Among its 
efforts is the. Menorah Journal which 
is considered the finest publication of 
its kind in the English language. It 
has been highly praised hy men like 
Israel Zangwill. Those who are fa- 
miliar with the literature contained 
in the Journal can well appreciate 
what the Intercollegiate Menorah Is 
accomplishing. Another evidence of 
Menorah's work is in aiding its cnap- 
tcrs to build up libraries such as that 
of the Maccobaean Circle's whose 
books are in the Redpath Library. 

For the Association to function rio- 
pcrly it can only Fee its way clear In 
establishing a budçet of JKAIOO a 
year. With this money at its di. posai 
it will be able to send the proper lec- 
turers to its-member* societies, increase 
the scope of the Menorah Journal and 
extend its work in those universities 
where it is already rooted. Support- 
ing this program the Maccabaean Ex- 
ecutive have passed a resolution to 
morally aid the Intercollegiate in get- 
ting financial aid from Menorah 
graduates and • followers. In Montreal. 

The Chancellor's visit to the Mac- 
cabaean Circle was an unusual privil- 
ege. It has brought the Circle closer 
to Its central council and haB given 
its members the opportunity of com- 
ing into contact ' with • remarkable 
personality.

Outsl» tiding among these Is Dr. Hall, 
because of whom the coloured race 
owe much to McGill, even If McCill 
had. never educated coloured mon. 

And Africa requires the best, he de- 
clared, for the people of the east, like 
the people from Missouri "have to be 
shown." 

There is a great restlessness in Af- 
rica to-day, a feeling of sell -conscious- 
ness among the people, which is a 
good sign. If these people are loft, 
undire-cted they can work great dee 
miction, but If they are directed they 
can be a great power for good in the 
world. "You who have solved many 
problems," said Prof. Aggrey, ■ "will, 
with God's help, solve this one." And 
i religion is the. great thing that, is 
needed for this work, he said. 

Nothing is won by war, for what, we 
win by war wo have to keep by war. 
In the .world there should not be 
"sonio men up. and some men down; 
but ra.thor, all men up and no men 
down. You need us: we need you." 
A difference In ta.lent or in viewpoint 
should not spell inferiority or superi- 
ority. 

"My race pleads to you 'to come over 
tp M> c edonla and help us,' and there 
uro many things wo have which you 
have not, which wc shall give you If 
you only help us." In Prof. Aggress 
opinion, the hest will never be brought 
out in the peoples of the world so long 
us they a-re opposed to each other. 
Que cannot do without, the other. 

It is for the. educated ra.ee to go 
forth to the great work of civilizing 
Africa., where one of these men will be 
as a thousand In; bis influence. Af- 
rica mufct. Hie civilzed, he slated, before 
the world becomes better, for no chain 
Is stronger than Its weakest l|nk." 

"You who go forth In this work," 
stated Prof; Aggrey in conclusion, 
"will find that peace liu.a Us victories, 
greater, bubllmcr, than those of war."

The Ninth Convention of the Stu- 
dent (Volunteer Movement will be held 
at ' Indianapolis. Indiana, from Decem- 
ber 28th, 192.1. to .Ta n nary 1st, in*. 
The convention . is held once during 
every student generation, the last one 
at De Moines, Iowa four- yenrs ago. 

The chief purposes of the Conven- 
tion have been outlined nil follows! 

"To realize the critical needs and 
possibilities of the situation in Iho 
world to-day and to consider the re-' 
sponsibllitles of the Christian students 
of the United States a.nd Canada. In 
the light of this situation. 

"To consider Christ and His way 
of life ns the hope of .ill the world. 

"To present the foreign missionary 
enterprise in the light of Its achieve 
ments and possibilities as an indis- 
pensable means of bringing (ho power 
of Christ to bear upon the world's 
needs." 

The. agenda includes addresses by 
several world leaders and national 
representatives from various coun- 
tries. In addition considerable time 
will be set apart for forums and dis- 
cussion groups. thu$ giving an oppor- 
tunity for student expression and par- 
ticipation. 

The convention will be held under 
the auspices of the, Student Volunteer 
Movement with the co-operation of 
the Student Depnrt.men-.s c.f the Y. M. 
C. A. and Y. W. C. A. and S C M. 
of. Canada and the ■ l'o'-elgu mission 
boards of Canada " nnd tne United 
States.- 

Over four hundred Canadians were 
present at. De Moins Conference in 
1920 and it served to «Otite estent, as 
a. national convention btii. this year in 
the light of the First National Con- 
ference head at Toronto last Christ- 
mas it would be Inadvisable for Cana- 
da to be as well r'eprfesêntèd this year 
as it was four years ago. 

A committee has been working at 
.McCill for some time and already a 
delegation of about fifteen men and 
women is assured.

smaller onos he was lost. In 1660 
Walphigl described the capilliarles In 
tho lung' of -a frog but again he found 
uo connection -between the arteries and 
veins. It fell to Leenweïihoék to describe 
this connection which he did with the 
aid of his microscope using the tail 
of a fish. Lastly he described the 
red blood cells and their carrying of 
blood pigment. Thus, Loonwenhoek was 
referred to as tho father of Parasi- 
tology and Bacleriploay . t _ 

Kilwurd Joiner, who .was bprn in 
Berkeley. fJloucostershire, was tho 
founder of vaccination. Ho was the 
son of a clergyman and at tho ago of 
IS wus apprenticed to a country doc- 
tor. In 1770, ho wont to London and 
booapio a resident pupil In the ' home 
of John Hunter. Aftor roturnlng to 
the country ho began a mysterious 
coiTcspoodcnco with Hunter .which 
caused him great troublo. later. ' After 
tho lattcr's death Jenner published, 
somo amazing roporls which wero 
thought to be discovered by Hunter 
and a- Commission was appointed by 
the Royal Socloty to. Invest Igato. On 
hearing of this Jenner ■' Immediately 
burnod all tho lettors obtained from 
Huntor and thus., some extremely valu- 
able contributions to scientific medi- 
cine wcro. loj.t. .Jcnnpr wan tho first 
to discover tlia,t. aosina pectoris was 
duo to coronary artory disease. Also 
ut this time in England there wore 
gre.at epklomtca of smiill-ppx and Jeû- 
ner act to work to discover the cause. 
Ho found that on injecting tho serum 
of a person who hifd previously' had 
amall-pox Into, another porson tho.'uit- 
dlrt n Qt tlovelpp tho disease. Jen-

ILLINOIS— The Daily Uliul will 
award a trophy to the best high school 
paper shown in the exhibit in connec- 
tion with tho convention of tho Illinois 
State High School Press association, to 
bo held Xov. 22-24. The award will bo 
a large trophy bearing tho seal of the 
University of Illinois. 

Lastly the speaker dwelt on tho lifo 
of Louis Fusteur, the great French 
Scientist, who opened up the field of 
bacteriology . He was born in tho 
south-east of France and in early lifo 
ho was sent to Paris to attend school 
where ho erne under tho great Chemist, 
Dumont. He first studiod fomenta- 
tion of wine and beer duo lo tho fact 
that although at first tho wine was 
excellent it rapidly fermented. Ho 
found that mixed up with the yeast, 
cells wero other orsanisms which ra- 
pidly multiplied but if he heated the 
wine to 60 degrees it remained unfer- 
montcd. This is known now as "Pas- 
teurization." Pasteur was next called 
to the condition of silk worms. A 
disease had spread among them, and 
tb» whole industry was threatened. 
Ho studied this disease and within five 
years had completely rid the country 
of Its scourge- Ho then besan work 
on unthrax and tho development of 
vaccines and is . romembercd for the 
discovery of hydrophobia. Ho found 
that Ihe lesion occurred in the central 
nervous system. It Is interesting to 
note that Pasteur not only found tho 
cause of various disorders but In every 
every case gave u cure. His charac- 
ter showed a. constant desire to do 
good and his power to attract men to 
work with hlni was remarkable.
